Civil Defense at Broome Outlined — 


Recently, the newspapers 
have presented us with an 
extremely frightening 
confrontation of the plans to 
evacuate New York City’s 
residents into the Broome 
County Area in case of a 
national threat. In view of 
this, we have decided to do a 
story on Civil Defense to find 
out just what is going on. 

As we walked into the 
offices of the Civil Defense 
building here on Campus, we 
found the secretary sitting in 
front of an electric heater 
watching her favorite Soap 
Opera. She ushered us into 
an office where our informer 
was eating his lunch and 
munching out on Hershey's 
Kisses. I was taken off guard 
a bit and my companion 
snickered slightly, but we 
were both in for a surprise. 

Mr. Howard Bach took us 
ona tour through the defense 
installation, starting with an 
explanation on the present 
building and it’s location 
preference. The Civil 
Defense building that you 
see located in the back of the 
Student Union, was the first 
building erected on this 
campus. It was placed here 
because of a need to keep it 
outside of the city where it 
could be destroyed. The 
administration offices have 
been moved from downtown 
Binghamton to here per- 
manently. 

The building itself is not a 
human bomb shelter but a 
place to shelter important 
early warning systems. In 
emergency, all of the 
equipment used to alert the 
public would be stored and 
used here. Actual human 
shelters are designated in 
other campus buildings.

An operations 
looking much 
classrooms, is where the 
Chief of Services, Police, 
Sheriff, Commissioner of 
Public Works, Fire 
Department, and military 
ment to gather and discuss 
data. Here they work 
together to determine what 
needs to be done so that 
when problems come up they 
can be instantly dissolved. 

Our Civil Defense is in 
cooperation with NORAD, 
North American Air Defense 
in Colorado Springs. There 
is a special room with a few 
boxes and a phone-like ob- 
ject. This phone is 
a receiver of a one-way 
system. It is connected 
nationally to every county in 
the U.S. The system is set up 
so that three times a day a 
test is rung to all the 
stations. No one knows 
whether this is just a test or 
the real thing. : 

The system is answered in 
the branch office and then 
transferred to the state 


room, 
like our 


system and then regional. 
Thus within one minute 
every section can be con- 
tacted in the entire country. 

This system is manned by 
the Civil Defense depart- 
ment her on campus from 9 
a.m. until 5 p.m. every day. 
After these hours the system 
is manned by the Sheriff's 
department who also has a 
system. 

Another part of this 
system is tied in with the 
National Weather Service. It 
is a two-way system which 
can contact the Broome 
County Airport with our area 


so that we have indirect 
source for all natural 
disasters. 


The department here on 
campus also has a system of 
planning for natural 
disasters. They have 
collections. of maps and 
aerial photographs to plot 
evacuations. They also have 
a research data room where 
files are kept for information 
concerning a disaster. 

In the Research room, the 
information is kept for quick 
reference so that in an 
emergency, equipment caa 
be located immediately. In a 
case where sandbags are 
needed... . this file will tell 
who to contact, where that 


person is and how to get 
thee. If trucks are needed to 
transport the equipment, 
another file would tell them 
just where to go for the 
trucks, what kind are 
available for use, who would 
drive them, ete. 

At’ SUNY there is a 
packaged Disaster Hospital. 
In cooperation with the Civil 
Defense and the Red Cross, 
this hospital can be tran- 
sported to the disaster area. 
It contains 200 beds. This 
equipment was used _in 
Elmira in 1972 during the 
Agnes flooding. It has also 
been opened up as a practice 
exercise regularly for in- 


‘ spection, 


The Triple Cities is a 
priority three area. In a 
period of increased national 
tension, those in the Triple 


Cities area would be 
evacuated to a crisis 
relocation area. Ap- 


proximately six townships 
would be moved. 

Your Civil Defense unit is 
alive and well here at B.C.C. 
Now when you pass the 
building that looks like a 
garage behind the Student 
Union, you can breathe a 
little easier knowing that 
they really are working in 
there.

With Part-Time 


Teachers

It is fair to assume that not 
all students realize there are 
several part-time teachers 
on the staff here at BCC. 
Those who do, however, are 
concerned. Can we get the 
quality of education paid 
for, from part-time 
teaching? Most of these 
instructors are hard to reach 
outside of class. Therefore, it 
is sometimes. difficult for 
students to arrange con- 
ferences. With students 
feeling that dissatisfaction, 
and the concern of whether 
they are being taught by 
qualified individuals, the 
question arises as to why a 
part-time teacher is hired. 

According to Mr. Richard 
Romano, head of the social 
sciences department, there 
are basically two main 
reasons. Of course, it is 
cheaper. But it is not always 
money that is involved. Part- 
time teachers are also more 
flexible. ‘“‘There are many 
changing programs here at 
BCC,” he explained. If a 
particular program is being 
offered, a teacher qualified 
in that area is hired to teach 
that program for as long it is 
to run. When the program is 
over, there is no longer a 
need for that person’s skill. 

In order to. be considered 
part-time, a teacher must be 
on campus a minimum of six 
hours. per week. Like most 
teachers, part timers are 
required to have at least a 
masters degree in their 
particular subject. 

Who decides on_ hiring 


part-time teachers? 

Mr. Romano related that 
the Department Chairperson 
decides on who, but the 
Administration decides on 
how many. 

Currently on the campus 
there approximately 28 part- 
time teachers, 

Mr. Romano has ten of 
these people currently 
employed in his department 
including those who teach at 
night. 

Which teachers does he 
feel are better to have, from 
an educational stand point? 

“From an - educational 
standpoint, full-time 
teachers are better. They 
have more of a commitment 
to the school, and are able to 
set up more student-teacher 
conferences.”’ Mr. Romano 
added that all part-time 
teachers are required to 
have office hours. 

Although, as previously 
stated, he feels full-time 
teachers are better from an 
educational standpoint, he is 
quite satisfied with the part- 
time’ teachers in _ his 
department. According to 
him, they are well-qualified 
and are doing a fine job. 

In referring back to. the 
part-time teachers having 
office hours, Mr. Romano 
said this came about, he 
believes, because ._.of 
students speaking up. -. 

This change shows there is 
power in the student body. If 
students are. dissatisfied 
with something, they must 
get together and be heard. 
That is the only way to enact 
a change.

The Financial 
Run-Around 


Problem 


Dubious financial practices and Broome Com- 
munity College have become synonymous over the 
years. Factors contributing to this problem range 
from the instability of the administration, to sheer 
munipulation of numbers. This semester, the county 
even assigned an outside auditing firm to check the 
college’s books. So, .what does this mean to an in- 
dividual or organization on campus? Anyone who 
uses purchase orders to make payments are affected 
by the outcome. 

Recently, the Fulcrum was informed by our now 
irate publisher that we owed his company 3,000 
dollars, the balance due since the beginning of the 
semester, and if not payed soon, the next issue was 
not going to be printed. Our business manager, after 
regaining consciousness, informed the staff that he 
had all the receipts from the purchase orders used to 
pay the company, and did not understand why the 
creditor did not receive the money. 

In further investigation, our business manager 
visited Gary Finch; the gnome who runs the book 
store and signs all the checks. Finch was to the point. 
The current financial system is screwed up. In order 
to save the jobs of half the administration, B.C.C.’s 
books are now handled by a computer in Syracuse 
instead of the school’s computer; this administration 
already has sat through two audits. Three strikes 
equals an out. Now, having an outside auditor doing 
the college’s books may be more ethical but is also 
less efficient; notto mention more time consuming. 
As witnessed, a purchase order can spend a month or 
more before-any results are apparent. 

What happens if a purchase order is written early 
enough so an organization can qualify for a discount, 
but by the time the money reaches the party due, the 
time limit has expired? Someone has to pay the 
deficit and the organization, whichis not at fault, will 
probably be stuck with the tab. Gary Finch claims 
that companies are sympathetic about situations of 
this nature. That is to be seen. 

Also, hopefully by the time this issue is distributed, 
the security guard from the first mixer back in 
September will be paid. Guess how that money is 
being allocated? 

Yes, a few problems arise When the county assigns 
an outside auditing firm to check the college. Of 
course the administration claimed that such an act 
was not necessary; Peter Blomerly was quite put- 
off by the obvious insult. Now though, with a 
Syracuse firm working on B.C.C’s books instead of 
the college fudging them on their own, the county will 
have one less issue to argue about. Unfortunately, 
the new system is time consuming for the lower level 
constituents who have to take the residual effects 

from the ongoing battle between B.C.C. and the 
county.

As a departure from the 
usual rock record review, I 
would like to take this issue 
to highlight Mr. Bill Evans. 
Most people would classify 
him as a “‘Jazz’’ performer, 
although he lies in one of 
those musically nebulous 
areas that is hard to classify. 
He is a different performer 
from the popular conception 
of ‘Jazz’, i.e., dixieland, 
swing, or big band jazz. 
Instead, he has set his own 
guidelines and developed 
rules which highlight his 
style of playing. 

First, a few points of 
elementary background. Bill 
Evans is a pianist. The 
majority of his albums are 
solo piano albums, although 
he has played and recorded 
with Eddie Gomez, Duke 
Ellington, and Count Basie, 
to name a few. He can 
honestly be described as a 
“developing’’ performer, an 
often overused and un- 
deserved title. By 


we 


developing, I mean that 
through twenty years of 
recording he has constantly 
remodeled and _ subtly 
changed his music without 
“selling out’’ to any popular 
whim of the times. This is, of 
course, in part due to the fact 
that he performs in a 
medium more steadfast than 
“popular”’ music. 

As previously stated, Bill 
Evans has been at work 
making records for over 
twenty years. His latest 
album, New Conversations, 
was released in early Fall of 
1978. (New Conversations 
due to the fact that Con- 
versations is one of Evan’s 
finest efforts ever, and 
certainly the finest in the last 
five years. Evans is not a 
forceful player, instead he 
concentrates on calculated 
finesse. New. Conversations 
really shows off Evan’s 
ability to play flowing, 
timely tuned musical poetry. 
As a change of pace, take 
time to examine Evans as a 
performer and writer. New 
Conversations allows you to 
do both.

Before entering the social 
room to see the second show 
conducted by Talking Heads 
at SUNY Binghamton 
November tenth, I asked a 
student who saw the first 
show what he thought of the 
concert. ‘“‘They didn’t play 
any music,’ he said, “It was 
all noise. But it was fan- 
tastic!’’ The statement also 
proved to be true for the 
second show. 

Talking Heads stood on the 
stage and played their music 
without even noticing their 


overexuberant audience. 
The lead singer and rhythm 
guitarist, David Byrne, stood 
ram-rod straight through 
most of the performance 
as his piercing eyes beam- 
ed out over the crowd not 
allowing any contact with his 
admirers. His characteristic 
stiffness carried through his 
limited .movements; an 
occasional mechanic shuffle 
while banging out chords 
during an instrumental to 
the rapid jutting of his neck, 
so he, could reach the 


microphone, as he shrieked 
out the lyrics of a song.

Tina Weymouth, the 
bassist of the Heads, was 
also isolated from the crowd. 
She satisfied herself by 
staring at the floor, or 
possibly her instrument 
while for some reason, 
becoming intensely 
engrossed in her part of the 
group’s music. Weymouth’s 
bass lines were not intricate, 
but were none-the-less well 
executed. Also, during the 
two encores, she exhibited 
her musical talents again 
with a two fingered exercise 
on the organ. 


Chris Franz, the drum- 
mer, kept a steady beat as 
Jerry Harrison, the 


sometimes lead guitarist 
when he did not appear too 
bored to hold his instrument, 
played a few well done organ 
passages while the band 
blended in excellently behind 
him. 

Combined with their 
professionally performed 
driving rock, (I must ad- 
mit, though they border on 
simplicity individually, 
together the quartet played 
as tight as a band could 
possibly be.) Talking Heads 
laced their songs with ex- 
cellent lyrics, dealing with 
such subjects as television 
and the designation of 
society in general. The 
Heads are also not afraid to 
write songs that do not 
rhyme; “Each image is 
made up of many scan lines, 
much like a T.V. picture.” 
As long as the words fall in 
the general scheme of 
discontent, they are ac- 
cepted. 


While the band played in 
their little vacuum on stage, 
the audience ate the lyrics 
and absorbed the intensity of 
the music; basically, they 
tried to make up for the lack 
of performer-audience in- 
teraction. Almost spastic 
girls could be seen thrashing 
their appendages in the air 
as they danced. A couple, 
leaning against the wall that

had the square alphabeti: 1 
cardboard row markers, 
peeled off two of the squares 
taped to the wall, stuck them 
on the front of their T-shirts, 
and proceeded to sway to the 
music; ‘‘This concert is 
being brought to you by the 
letters M and N.”’ Even with 
an atmosphere conducive to 
mass hysteria, I could see 
four zombies practically 
incoherent to the surroun- 
dings with their chins resting 
on their chests. 

Towards the end of the 
concert, the band played 
“Psycho Killer’. The 
audience jumped on top of 
their chairs and danced to 
the song that was drilled into 
their brains when the Son-of- 
Sam was in the headlines, 
even the zombies climbed on 
top of their seats still with 
chins resting on their chests. 
Most of the audience whohad 
seats stayed on top of them 
through the two encores; 
“Found a Job” and ‘Take 
Me to the-River”’. When the 
last two songs were com- 
pleted and the house lights 
went on, an interesting 
phenomena occurred; 
everyone left the social room 
without a fuss. 

The only problem that 
arose during the night was 
when the opening act for 
both shows, a comedian by 
the name of Richard Belzer 
who appeared on Saturday 
Night Live and Don Kir- 
schener’s New Rock Con- 
cert, was on stage for the 
second time. Belzer’s jokes 
were insultingly funny, so 
one of the more rowdy 
members of the audience 
decided to relieve this 
nonsense by casting a piece 
of ice on stage that just 
happened to find a path to 
one of the comedian’s eyes. 
The performer left the stage, 
hence, a longer than an- 
ticipated intermission 
followed. If this unfortunate 
act did not take place, the 
evening would have been a 
flawless success.
